BUCHAREST — Serious anti- 
Jewish excesses broke out this 
week in Moldavian villages while 
the Rumanian Cabinet boasted of 
a victory on the Jewish question 
at Geneva. Peasants stormed the 
town of Moinesti, following a meet- 
ing of Premier Octavian Goga’s 
National Christian Party, and beat 
up Jews, demolishing Jewish-own- 
ed shops on the main street. Dis- 
orders also occurred in the neigh- 
boring village of Garlele, inhabit- 
ed largely by Jews. 

The Cabinet Council declared: 
“Rumania has won the day at the 
League, which has not accepted the 
urgency procedure. Thus Rumania 
has obtained full liberty to revise 
citizenships obtained by fraud, 
contrary to law and the peace 
treaties.” 

The Governor of Czernowitz 
ordered Jewish shops to keep open 
on the Sabbath and all Jewish holi- 
days. 

The Bucharest Medical Board de- 
cided today not to grant licenses 
to new physicians not of “Rumanian 
ethnical origin” pending revision of 
citizenships. All doctors were re- 
quested to give details concerning 
where they were born and studied 
for examination by a special com- 
mission, 


Italian Women Aiding

“They come into contact with 
thousands of poor Arab people. 
They tell them that their poverty 
is due entirely to mismanagement 
of the country by the British,” the 
paper says. “Italian propaganda 
in Palestine has been of amazing 
intensity since the Abyssinian war. 
Thousands of pounds have been 
spent in bringing students to Italy. 
Filling them with propaganda, par- 
ading Fascist troops before them, 
pointing out what a very nice coun- 
try Italy is and how much better 
it would be for Palestine to be 
ruled by them instead of Britain.”

| Council, said three sets of condi- 
|tions appeared to be responsible 
for the formation of these councils 
|in recent years; the greater homo- 
'genity and stability of the Jewish 
| population in this country since the 
\ending of immigration; the rise of 
|anti-Semitism in various countries; 
and “the growing awareness that 
‘there exist problems which should 
be the concern of all Jews and that 
there has heretofore been no agen- 
cy capable of dealing with them 
in the manner desired.” 

In some cities the activities of 
the council have been confined to 
the operation of a Jewish welfare 
fund drive for non-local causes, Mr. 
Krolik found. Describing their 
various functions in other cities, he 
said: 

1. The councils have made it 
possible to bring matters of gen- 
eral Jewish interest to the atten- 
tion of all elements of the com- 
munity and have given opportunity 


By bringing to- 
gether substantial capitalists and 
leaders of radical labor groups, the 
orthodox and non-religious, and

LONDON—The British Govern- 
ment plans to issue a detailed 
statement soon on its new investi- 
gation in Palestine, but has reach- 
ed no decision yet on an immigra- 
tion schedule for the interim per- 
iod, and meanwhile is concerned 
over Palestine’s economic situation. 

The Government’s views were 
presented to Commons by William 
G. A. Ormsby-Gore, Colonial Sec- 
retary, in reply to questions by 
Geoffrey Mander, Liberal; Tom 
Williams, Laborite, and Sir Percy 
Harris, Liberal. 

Replying to Mr. Mander’s ques- 
tion whether it was proposed to 
permit Jewish immigration on a 
larger scale in view of the consid- 
erable period lying ahead before 
anything would be done to settle 
the Palestine problem, the Colonia] 
Secretary said, “that is a matter 
coming up for consideration by the 
Government after March 31” (when 
the present immigration schedule 
expires). 

In answer to a written question 
by Mr. Williams, he said: “Con- 
stant pressure by the military and 
police has been maintained. There 
have been successful encounters 
with armed bands, notably opera- 
tions in Galilee towns at the end 
of December, the. result of which 
was dispersion of bands in that 
district. The economic and finan- 
cial situation in the country gives 
rise to anxiety and there has been 
an increase in unemployment, more 
particularly in Haifa and Tel 
Aviv.” 

Replying to a question by Sir 
Percy, the Colonial Secretary said: 
“T hope shortly to be in a position 
to make a statement on the per- 
sonne] and visit to Palestine of the 
proposed technical commission.” 





Canada To Investigate 
Fascist Organizations

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Plea For Culturalism Made 
At Seminary Conference 


NEW YORK—A plea that “re- 

ligious culturalism” prevail over 
the purely religious, the purely 
cultural, the purely philanthropic, 
and the completely un - Jewish 
trends evident in the life of Jews 
in America was made by Doctor 
Milton Steinberg, Rabbi of the 
Park Avenue Synagogue of New 
York, in speaking to the 300 rep- 
resentatives attending the Second 
Annual Seminary Conference on 
Jewish Affairs at the Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary of America. 
’ Doctor Steinberg was introduced 
to the Conference by Edward M. 
M. Warburg, who commented on 
the general subject of the Confer- 
ence this year, “The Future of Ju- 
daism in America.” 

In support of his plea for “re- 
ligious culturalism,” Doctor Stein- 
berg said, ‘There exists in Amer- 
ican Israel a growing body of Jews 
whose Jewishness can be charact- 
erized as that of the empty vessel. 
Ignorant of their own past, un- 
touched by Jewish belief, uninspir- 
ed by traditional moral patterns, 
unassociated with Jewish institu- 
tions, indifferent to the future of 
Judaism, their Jewishness consists 
only in their feelings that they are 
Jews, and that other Jews, and | 
what is more important, Gentiles, 
regard them as such. It is the 
pert of wisdom to attempt to make 
a virtue of necessity and attempt 


to fill these empty vessels with | 


significant content. 

“Among American Jews there 
are hundreds whose Jewishness ex- 
presses itself only in philanthropy 


- and the repelling of hostility. The | 


prophets and sages too were con- 


cerned about the security of the! 


Jews: certainly they were philan- | 
thropists. Yet it would be a tragic | 
irony of history if this were all 


that were to survive from their | 


heritage. 


“The third pattern of Jewish liv- 
ing perceptible in America is that 
which might well be designated as 
the synagogue suspended in space 
—one interest, the interest in wor- 
ship and the translation of wor- 
ship into action. In practice, it 
has led to a Jewishness too trun- 
cated and anaemic to be either 
meaningful or self-sustaining. 

“The fourth pattern is Jewish 
humanism, the attitude that Ju- 
daism is a culture or civilization 
in which religion, whatever may 
have been its function in the past, 
now possesses no place. The Jew 
who proceeds from such a presup- 
position is interested in the He- 
brew language and literature, in 
Jewish educational agencies and 
trends in Palestine as a cultural 
center of world Jewry, in Jewish 
art, music and belles lettres. Un- 
der such a form of Jewish living, 
the Jew is enriched as an individ- 
ual by Jewish culture and stimu- 
lated by activities that are crea- 
tive. 

“He is, as an American citizen, 
the more valuable because he 
brings to the treasury of American 





spirituality the unique and diver- 
| gently colored contributions of an- 
other civilization. It is meaning- 
‘ful, useful, stimulating, this secu- 
lar culturalism—and it is not en- 
ough, 

| “First, because it is not true to 
the historic character of Judaism. 
|Second, because secular cultural- 
ism is not only untrue to the his- 
toric character of Judaism but is 
untrue on just that aspect of Ju- 
daism which has always been at 
/once the driving force and the cli- 
matic expression of Jewish -group 
life. In brief, Jews together with 
|mankind generally need religion, 
| need God as a principle of explan- 
ation, as value endowing, as a 
| sanction for morality.

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Jews’ Privileges Barred 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

PRAHA—The Rumanian auth- 
orities have issued an order for- 
bidding Czech Jews residing in 
the frontier districts to enjoy 
the privileges usually accorded to 
residents of frontier areas to 
cross the border for business rea- 
sons without visas. The Gover- 
nor of Carpatho-Russia has in- 
tervened with the Interior Min- 
istry here requesting that the

Work Bias Attacked. 

3. Discrimination in employment 
against Jews has become a serious 
problem in weakening the morale 
of Jewish young people. Special 
committees of the councils in De- 
troit and one or two other cities 
have undertaken to investigate spe- 
cific complaints and to correct the 
policies of such employers. 

4. Some councils have adopted 
resolutions of protest with regard 
to the persecution of Jews in Ger- 
many and Poland. Such actions 
have apparently been taken only 
when there was substantian unani- 
mity of opinion and have been in- 
tended to eliminate statements of 
self-appointed and_ irresponsible 
Jewish spokesmen, who in the past 
have undertaken to speak for the 
entire community. 

5. The councils in Worchester 
and St. Paul, among others, have 
sponsored educational conferences 
and institutions. To stimulate in- 
terest in Jewish religious obser- 
vances in Montreal, the council 
conducted weekly Oneg Shabbats 
which attracted audiences of 1600 
to 2000 to hear lectures and Jew- 
ish folk-songs. 

Anti-Defamation Work. 

6. In Cincinnati, Louisville, and 
a few other cities, the councils 
have undertaken to coordinate the 
existing anti-Nazi and anti-defa- 
mation work. 

7. The council in Dayton was in- 
strumental in dissolving the Jew- 
ish Voters’ League, which was be- 
lieved to the best interests of the 
Jewish community. In Cleveland a 
committee has been working to end 
the practice of injecting fictitious 
Jewish issues into the local politi- 
cal campaigns in order to win votes 
of Jews for certain candidates. 

8. In Montreal, the council has 
attempted to control the problem 
of “meshulochim” by issuing certi- 
ficates authorizing only approved 
collectors to solicit.

10. In Bridgeport and Cleveland, 
the councils persuaded public 
school officials to stop Easter and 
Christmas practices which had been 
embarrassing to the Jewish child- 
ren and had found serious objec- 
tions among Jewish parents who 
had hesitated to deal with the mat- 
ter individually. 

11. The council] in Reading made 
a census of the Jewish population. 
Los Angeles has engaged in a 
broad community survey. 

Other activities undertaken by 
councils include: administering as- 
sistance to German Jewish refugee 
children and families; operating a 
community calendar through which 
organizations can clear dates and 
avoid duplication of events; assist- 
ing organizations not included in 
a joint fund in their money-rais- 
ing efforts; supporting and im- 
proving Jewish education (Bridge- 
port brought about the adoption of 
a@ more uniform curriculum in its 
Hebrew schools); improving trans- 
ient care, particlarly in small com- 
munities; and guiding the expan- 
sion of existing facilities and the 
introduction of new ones, so that 
they are provided in accordance 
with the needs of the community 
and its ability to finance them ade- 
quately. 

The twenty cities studied have 
Jewish populations ranging from 
1,500 to 85,000. The number of 
organizations represented in each 
council ranges from seven to 165. 
Besides those mentioned, Jewish 
community councils exist in Erie, 
Elizabeth, Evansville, Harrisburg, 
Jacksonville, Nashville, Toledo, 
Troy and Utica.

The Editor’s Chair: 


Having heard that many great 

men were not averse to perform- 
ing the most menial tasks, I took 
off an afternoon and ventured in- 
to Southern Indiana for the pur- 
pose of visiting the far off realms 
of my domain and finding out if 
my people were content and satis- 
fied. In other words I went on a 
subscription-selling expedition. 
’ The first man I approached was 
the owner of a junk yard in the 
town of B. Although his appear- 
ance would not have gained him 
entrance into the Court of St. 
James, I felt that underneath that 
‘soiled exterior beat the heart of a 
good Jew. In fact, I knew that all 
Jews in small towns, for the very 
reason that they were cut off from 
essential Jewish connections, were 
good Jews. 

Alright, so I was disapointed. 
He wasn’t interested in what Jews 
of Indiana or the world were do- 

. ing. Then I pulled out my “ace 
in the hole”. 

“Where do you go to services on 
Yom Kippur,” I inquired. 

“Shul?” he answered with a 
shrug. “Who goes to shul”. I 
don’t go and I never did go.” 

What was one failure. The next 
man, the owner of the furniture 
store in the town, tried to argue 
that Jews were themselves respon- 
Sible for Hitler and that they 
should all assimiliate. Every ill 
brought on the Jew, he indignant- 
ly asserted, was brought upon him 
by himself. This man not only 
meant what he said, but practiced 
it too. He said his children could 
marry into Gentile families and he 
wouldnt have the slightest qualm. 
Thoroughly aroused, I pointed out 
what had happened in the one 
country where assimiliation was 
actually tried—Germany. But who 
can convince a man who says, 
“Jews have made not one single 
contribution to civilization ever.” 

This family, well-to-do, ignored 
Rosh Hashonah and Yom Kippur 
too. There were two other fami- 
lies in the city, both small store- 
owners, and both, I’ll grant, were 
slightly more religious than my 
irreverant friends above. 

The next town, a college town, 
probably has the world’s record for 
apostasy. The first man said his 
wife was not Jewish and he didn’t 
have time to read the catalogues 
that came into his store, much less 
read about something happening to 
people he didn’t care about. The 
next man said his wife and daugh-

Oh Truth, Oh Ju stice, Oh Jew! 


F ROM the pulpit of Temple Beth El in the 
== 1reedom-loving city of Jersey City, N. J., 
Rabbi Sidney S. Goldstein criticized infamous 
Mayor Frank Hague for his attempt to prevent 
the laboring citizens of his city from organizing 
into unions. A member of the religious staff 
of Stephan S. Wise’s Free Synagogue, and a 
rabbinical leader in his own light, Rabbi Gold- 
stein definitely cannot be classed as a callow 
youth. Nor can he be called a dreamer. Or 
even a radical. Whatever he says, whomever he 
criticizes, his words are considered and thought- 
ful. 

But it was in Jersey City, in the Y. M. H. A. 
there, that a pro-labor meeting was cancelled by 
the board of directors, after permission for the 
gathering had been given. The use of the build- 
ing was denied in much the same attempt to pre- 
vent freedom of speech, as the city’s dictator had 
sought to prevent freedom of action. 

Who was Rabbi Goldstein to censure Mayor 
Hague? Beth El’s president, the most import- 
ant of important Jewish Jews of the city, hasten- 
ed to issue a denial, a public statement disavow- 
ing the remarks of Rabbi Goldstein. 

And thus the president of Beth El saved the 
Jews of Jersey City. The courage of the Jewish 
community, and the Jewish leaders of Jersey 
City, in standing up for the Jewish heritage of 
freedom of thought and freedom of speech is 


marvelous. Not since the days when Hannah 
sacrificed her seven sons, or the Maccabees de- 
nounced the might of Rome, has Jewish fortitude 
been so nobly displayed. 

The example of the Jersey City Jews serves 
to disprove statements made from time to time 
that there were Jews who actually contributed 
money to the Nazis and Hitler. 

In days past when a Jew was a Jew, and a 
ghetto was his home, the Jews followed the lead 
of their rabbi in giving up their lives in pre- 
ference to the proffered alternative of giving up 
their religion. For truth and for what they be- 
lieved was right, they gave up their lives. But 
now what do Jews do. They have found a bet- 
ter solution. They give up their rabbis. 

The rabbi of Goldsboro, Alabama was sought 
justice for the accused Negroes in the Scotts- 
boro case, was discharged. What matters it that 
the Alabama Courts and the Supreme Courts 
vindicated the rabbi and what the Jews of Golds- 
boro lost a golden opportunity for immortality. 
What is more important, truth and justice, or the 
pacification of Gentile neigbhors. No rabbi can 
say anything that Gentiles don’t like and get 
away with it. The Gentiles don’t even have to 
protest. The leaders of the congregation will 
see that the rabbi is shut up. 

Oh truth, oh justice, oh Jew, where art thou 
hiding ?

Leon Altar, A Member of The Polish Madag- 
ascar Commission and A Jewish Authority, Ex- 
plains -The Difficulties Of Colonizing The Island. 
—tThe colonization problem of Madagascar does 
not only concern the question of choosing the 
right province for colonization and securing 
the cooperation of the French Government. It 
is, in the first place, a question of selecting the 
right human material and of creating an organ- 
ization which should supply all the necessary fin- 
ancial backing for the scheme. The colonization 
of the Jews will be particularly difficult since 
they consist of an urban element which is not 


bound to the soil and which requires a long per- 


iod of instruction and assistance to prevent them 
from overrunning the whole island which would 
eventually lead to their being deported from Mad- 
agascar. 

It is further necessary to remember that Jew- 
ish colonization has given positive results only 
where other tendencies of an emotional and ideal- 
istic character were at play, such as in Pales- 
tine, for example. But even in Palestine only 
120,000 Jews have immigrated in the last 18 
years, and of these only 25 per cent, ie. 30,000 
were settled on the land according to the most 
optimistic data supplied by Zionist circles. On 
the other hand, the largest Jewish colonization 
society ICA, which has acquired in the Argen- 
tine the most fertile tracts of country, only suc- 
ceeded in settling 3,000 Jewish families in the 
last 80 years, who, together with their relations 
and artisans, amount altogether to 30,000 souls. 
These dry figures from the history of Jewish 
colonization must dispel all illusions held by other 
people who regard colonization as the only solu- 
tion of the Jewish problem in Poland. 

If, however, an organization to colonize Mad- 
agascar is in time established, then it must be 
remembered that France is anxious to colonize 
Madagascar not for imperialist but for humani- 
tarian reasons. Both the French central] author- 
ities and the French authorities in Madagascar 
are entirely free of any racial prejudice, and this 
a fact that must be particularly emphasized at 
the present moment,
